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religious communities and this “gossipy 
reputation” rarely, ever, experi- 
ence supported facts. There are un- 
doubtedly good schools and good teachers, 
but how does anyone know? Who able 
make independent qualitative judg- 
ment your school? Who has been 
position make such judgment? Who 
has ever taken the pains careful 
detailed work which such judgment 
must based? wary these great 
educational reputations. The fact is, 
most cases, not know. Try stand 
back, far enough away and long enough 
see perspective what you are doing. 
would strange indeed you did 
not realize shortcomings, limitations, in- 
adequacies your faculty, your aca- 
demic achievement, and the Christian 
formation your students. 


Survey Secondary Education 

Recently there was published survey 
Catholic secondary education the 
United States based questionnaires and 
published the department education 
the National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence. part our present responsi- 
bility evaluate that Survey the 
questionnaire method. However furnishes 
convenient basis for examination 
consciences. Let try reading it, review- 
ing its facts and see there are any 
problems that are revealed may 
discovered. shall follow very simple 
procedure, namely, take the facts they 
are given the Report and ask few 
questions about the facts quoted, 
they are brought into conjunction with 
other facts the Report. 


The Secondary School Program 

Among the most interesting practical 
problems school surveys are the size 
the schools, the number teachers, 
and the character the curriculum. Un- 
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fortunately this National Survey Catho- 
lic Secondary Education leaves out the 
facts regarding the number teachers 
schools but the other facts are stated. 
Regarding the size the schools read 
that: 40.8 per cent the schools have 
fewer than 100 students; 38.7 per cent 
the school have from 100 300 stu- 
dents; or, other words, 79.8 per cent 
the schools, that practically per cent 
the schools, have fewer than 300 stu- 
dents. 

another page read regarding the 
character the curricula that: 64.4 per 
cent the schools have comprehensive 
program; 31.6 per cent the schools 
have academic program; 3.8 per cent 
the schools have commercial pro- 
gram; 0.2 per cent the schools have 
vocational program (Report, 39). 

Especially interesting connection with 
these statistics the definition what 
meant comprehensive school program. 
The Report says: 


The term “comprehensive should prop- 
erly applied schools which offer 
programs varied meet the 
present and future needs all classes 
students those preparing for various 
colleges, professional technical 
schools, nursing schools, and the like; 
those preparing for skilled and unskilled 
occupations; well providing prepa- 
ration for home life and leisure 
Although many the schools not 
meet fully the objectives the compre- 
still, the attempt 
differentiate according varieties 
needs justifies the classification dis- 
tinct from the strictly academic col- 
lege preparatory instutions (Report, pp. 


And our conscience goes work ask 
what kind modern secondary school 
program can ordinarily given school 
fewer than 100 students, even 
schools 300 students? And, more speci- 
fically, what are the possibilities com- 
prehensive program schools fewer 
than 100 students, 300 students? 
Our conscience raises the question also, 
though the information not available, 
whether the equipment the 
Catholic secondary school any great 
extent adequate for comprehensive 
program. The problem ought face 
the answer the questions: 
the optimum number students for 
secondary school that really gives what 
known comprehensive secondary 
school program? How many teachers are 
necessary? What qualifications are re- 
quired? What equipment necessary? 
the cost such program practically 
prohibitive particularly the school 
supported tuition?” 

And regarding the comprehensive scope 
education let not forget the great 
and inspiring words the Encyclical 
Christian Education: 
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Christian education takes the whole 
aggregate human life, physical and 
spiritual, intellectual and moral, individ- 
val, domestic, and social, not with 
view reducing any way, but 
order elevate, regulate, and perfect it, 
accordance with the example and 
teaching Christ (p. 32). 


Vocational Training Catholic 
Secondary Schools 

Let comment more specifically 
the situation Catholic high schools 
with reference vocational training. 
read the Report that vocational schools 
are practically nonexistent ordinary 
Catholic education “though 
institutional schools, such reforma- 
tories, houses Good Shepherd, and 
homes for dependent boys and girls. 
should recall the statement that per 
cent the Catholic secondary schools 
provide comprehensive program. More 
pertinent and significant the question 
raised the Report itself: 


speculate the reason for the stress 
laid vocational programs these 
institutions while such work far less 
frequently offered many other boys 
and girls who would find equally 
beneficial (Report, 48). 


This serious question for our 
pedagogical and social conscience. When 
one examines the scope and variety the 
educational needs our American adoles- 
cents indicated the public school’s 
program one wonders whether this prob- 
lem should not refined its definition 
and expanded its scope. 

Are there educational needs trades 
that disregard? business manage- 
ment? retailing? salesmanship? 
there any danger that the graduates 
our high schools will economic parasites 
unfit earn their own living? victims 
blind-alley jobs? exploited because they 
have skills? What vocationally 
for the student who drops out because 
lack aptitude, mentality, interest, 
social pressures home community? 
carry along such students with 
passing marks just keep them Catho- 
lic schools? Has this whole problem any 
relation the large number Catholic 
students non-Catholic high schools 
urban areas? the problem one educa- 
teachers? 

Coeducation 

come now very delicate matter,

There are 1132 Catholic coeduca- 
tional secondary schools the country, 
which more than one half the 
number secondary schools (53.6 per 
cent) but which enroll 38.3 per cent 
(178,601) the students.

Teaching Foreign Languages 

not possible deal with all the 
subjects but there one field 
which the issues should sharply raised 
that the field the foreign 
would expect the Catholic high schools 
maintain from the standpoint insight 
into other civilizations, discipline study, 
appreciation the mother tongue, 
particularly the modern foreign 
practical use, that the Catholic 
schools would strong the lan- 
guages, but the conditions are surprising 
shocking. can give only some 
the highlights: 


273 the 300 schools with 
131,124 students 56,401 
enrolled Latin. 

fairly large number schools 
latin not required for graduation. 

However, the majority schools 
require two years Latin usually 
part the program the first two 
years, 

German becoming the “forgot- 
subject being taught only 
the 300 with 3,235 students. 

Spanish, greatly emphasized, pre- 
for practical reasons, taught 
schools 22,135 students and 
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French taught 164 schools 14,679 
students. 


Modern language courses are only rarely 
offered for more than two years. This 
weak foundation for those who are going 
college build any further instruction, 
particularly the instruction the 
first two years. weak foundation for 
those who want use the language. But 
more significant, college experience 
any guide, the utter futility two 
years foreign language from any stand- 
point from which presumably foreign 
languages are taught cultural, disciplin- 
ary, practical, appreciation foreign 
civilization, literature, people. And 
when consider generally the training 
those who teach and their objectives, our 
pedagogical conscience should disturbed. 
The examen might include: 


Why teach foreign languages 
all high schools? 

What are our objectives? 

Are these objectives 
sound? 

achieve them present? 

How long would take achieve 
them? 


This Survey raises question this 
connection which shall merely quote be- 
cause the discussion the implied educa- 
tional philosophy would take too long. 
connection with the position held 
some, that the academic tradition the 
very heart and soul Catholic education, 
read:

There is, however, fundamental 
Christian truth the ideal respecting 
all types human abilities, talents, and 
interests, and helping educate 
youth for Christian family life and Chris- 
tian occupations all kinds addition 
educating the potential scholars (Re- 
port, 133). 


Training for Family Responsibilities 

Though the statistical study the 
practical arts Catholic high schools was 
discouraging, word may added here 
about home economics—a word for the 
ladies, were. Sewing offered 
more schools than cooking and home- 
making such less than half the 
number which sewing offered. Almost 
three times many students are listed 
taking sewing cooking. Courses are 
offered some schools nutrition, home 
nursing, embroidery, needlework, and 
family relationships. about this last 
phase that word should said. think 
can said unequivocally that prepara- 
tion for family life and the management 
family relationships husband-wife 
and parent-child clear responsibility 
Catholic education, particularly our 
social situation with the deterioration 
the family rapidly increasing. 
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The first thought wish suggest 
that the Catholic boy going have 
the responsibility husband and parent 
and should prepared for these responsi- 
bilities Catholic high schools. Family 
relationships should required course 
all Catholic high schools for young men 
and for young women. 

This points second thought. The 
techniques cooking and sewing are not 
the main even major part the 
training for family responsibilities. The 
training for family relationships not 
the function the home economics depart- 
ment such, and would tragic 
place the responsibility there. This 
function the whole school and the 
central responsibility must those 
responsible for the Christian formation 
the student. The character the persons, 
their outlooks, knowledge, appreciation 
all the elements entering into the social and 
psychological relations the family, are 
much more important than the techniques 
cooking and sewing. apparently 
this point view which characterizes the 
work the Presentation Academy San 
Francisco, which thus described 


Most significant this program are 
its method development the co- 
operative efforts the entire faculty 
and its utilization all the subject fields 
for whatever contribution they make 
the established objectives (Survey, 
91). 


The central factor the family rela- 
tions program the teacher religion. 
that way training techniques will not 
made the core the family relations 
curriculum and will kept subordinate. 
The teacher the social sciences will 
important adjunct the teacher 
religion and the principal reinforcing 
teacher. 


Teaching Religion: Making the 
Christian 

there one area which should 
expect very definite and clean-cut decisions 
religion. Here our pedagogical con- 
science should long since have been formed 
and our practice determined. But the 
survey indicates that even the rudimentary 
questions are not settled. have not 
determined the amount time that should 
given religion high school, nor 
the amount credit that should given; 
nor what should taught what 
sequence, though includes what know 
Catholic doctrine. Let glance some 
the statistics: 


the 1581 Catholic high schools 
1015 give some credit and 566 not. 

the 815 high schools states 
which approve giving religion credit 605 
give credit and 210 not. 

the 766 high schools states 
which not approve giving religion 
credit 410 grant some credit and 356 
not. 
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The amount credit varies from 
credit per year. 

The number hours per week 
religion taught varies from 
more; more than half the schools 
being the latter class the 300 


selected schools. 

The length the period some- 
times minutes instead hour, 
and some cases the religion period 
shorter than the others. 

The content the 
varies, different topics being assigned 
the different years, some schools 
fashion one time, and others dif- 
fused throughout the four years. 


Religion the central part the 
curriculum the Catholic school. What- 
ever integration achieved presumably 
achieved about center. Yet the 
general impression students that re- 
ligion not important subject they 
are subject the administrative practices 
listed above. There however one advan- 
tage this confused situation. There 
abundant experience guided widely dif- 
ferent concepts, which may regarded 
experimentation, and should studied 
objectively without reference the nu- 
merous personal and community elements 
that may involved the experience.

Last year members 
the Commission came New Orleans 
for the annual Teachers’ Institute. Four 
archdiocesan supervisors, aided 
committees teachers the field, are 
currently devising the archdiocesan course 
studies. Three books have already been 
published and are used primary grade 
teachers. addition the annual Teach- 
ers’ Institute, in-service training con- 
ducted through the superintendent’s office 
such fields music, religion, reading, 
etc. Numerous cultural activities are avail- 
able students New Orleans Catholic 
schools thanks the city-sponsored youth 
concerts the New Orleans 
Orchestra, the projects the local opera 
guild, the field trips museums arranged 
the Junior League, the Teen-Age Book 
Reviews broadcast from the New Orleans 
Public Library, and numerous other edu- 
cational and cultural projects. Each year, 
the Catholic Schools the archdiocese 
hold music festival the Municipal 
Auditorium with some four five thou- 
sand participants all school and college 
levels. addition, the Catholic School 
Music Guild holds program each month 
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the scholastic year. The programs 
sponsored jointly the Louisiana unit 
the National Catholic Music Educators 
Association and the Archdiocesan 
Board, have stimulated interest music 
among Catholic school children and show 
what being done along musical lines 
various schools the system. 


Public School Relations 


Relations between public and nonpublic 
schools both the state and civil parish 
levels excellent. Free textbooks are 
made available the state all pupils 
are library books and visual-aid equip. 
ment. Bus transportation furnished 
equal basis, particularly the rural 
areas. Louisiana also has free lunch pro- 
gram which reimbursed 
the archdiocese during the 
session the extent $558,547.60 and 
supplied them with commodities conserva- 
tively valued $200,000. 

Home-school-parish-community relations 
have been immeasurably aided the 
Council Catholic School Co-operative 
Clubs which now composed nearly 
parent groups connected with Catholic 
schools. the largest organization its 
kind Louisiana outside the State PTA.

BLESSED DOMINIC SAVIO 

March Pope Pius XII raised 
the honors the altar fifteen-year-old 
boy, Dominic Savio, one St. John Bosco’s 

Dominic, born Riva, Italy, 1842, 
distinguished his early life seriousness 
purpose and intense devotion the 
Mass and the Holy Eucharist. the oc- 
casion his Frst Holy Communion the 
age seven, formed the motto Death, 
But Not was become the 
mainspring his short-lived activity and 
the inspiration his determination become 
saint. 

Though anxious for the severe penances 
the saints the desert, was forbidden 
Don Bosco perform any austerity upon 
his innocent body. Thus turns out 
the convincing proof St. John Bosco’s 
educational method: form boy saints 
the “extraordinary practice the 
duties life. 

Like his master, Blessed Dominic Savio 
cherished intense devotion our Lady. 
The sublime purity her Immaculate Con- 
ception appealed very special manner 
his almost instinctive sense chastity. 
her honor founded among his classmates 
the Immaculate Conception Sodality, which 
today traditional every part the 
Salesian world. 

Dominic Savio died March 1857. 
When his cause for canonization was intro- 
duced 1914, Pope Pius made this state- 
ment: “Dominic Savio real model for 
the youth our times!” proclaiming him 
Venerable July 1933, Pope Pius 
styled him little giant sanctity.” The 
youngest confessor the Church’s calendar 
Blessed Dominic Savio stands out 
hero Catholic boyhood, the living 
example schoolboy virtue, the shining model 
classroom holiness.

Mass Education and 
Education Dilution 


very interesting story Time (Oct. 
1949) described the traditions 555- 
year-old (i.e., private) school 
England, that Winchester. 

The need for broadening the student 
base has been felt and apparently accented 
socialist England. 1946, with the 
help public authority, places were 
reserved for graduates the state financed 
primary schools lower fees. Forty were 
examined but only three could pass, and 
similarly 1948, none could pass. 

Perhaps this striking illustration 
the fact that qualifications those enter- 
ing applying for entrance the higher 
schools lower, very much lower, 
least different, from those the past. 

Mass education has resulted pro- 
gressive lowering standards, and, 
though the educational institutions are 
called the same name, they are not the 
same thing. 

While the extension educational op- 
portunities larger percentage the 
population good thing, progressive 
widening what included education 
and lower exaction intellectual achieve- 
ment have helped dilute substantially 
the education given. Many who should have 
educational opportunity and were denied 
now have that opportunity. But 
ever face the problem the number the 
schools, particularly you higher, who 
cannot profit what given. 

there dilution the teacher’s side 
well the student’s side? Does the 
extension mass education make neces- 
sary dip into inferior personalities 
meet the increased load?

“You got let loose once 
while get neurosis.” “That all 
right long you love each other.” “Don’t 
mid-Victorian.” “We have live our 
own lives.” “You’re young but once.” 


Denial God’s Rights 

Such are the sentiments the new pagan- 
ism. “To begin the very source these 
evils,” says Pius XI, “their basic principle 
lies this, that matrimony 
declared not instituted the Author 
nature nor raised Christ the Lord 
the dignity true sacrament, but invented 
man.”

Science has had the effect helping 
comfortable, plume ourselves, and settle 
down into what Maritain True Humanism 
calls “materialized spirituality.” That result 
was undoubtedly our own fault; but perhaps 
can still something about it. 


Science and Faith 


Much modern science has been devel- 
oped men who make complete separation 
their work science and whatever the- 
ology religion they may have. course, 
this day secularism, almost everything 
else divorced from Christ. Christ has 
place business, politics, public education, 
law, medicine, and even many so-called 
Christian religions. too bad that most 
the recent atomic research, for instance, 
credited atheists and men with little 
appreciation moral responsibility. The 
statement has been made that Catholics are 
not leaders the field science. may 
true but believe not because the tenets 
the Catholic Church are opposed work 
science. Naturally can save our souls 
without doing scientific research, and that 
the work the Church, save souls. 

Our science and mathematics should 
handmaids religion; enriching and clarify- 
ing those religious concepts already gained 
through faith and revelation. should 
matter congratulation that science its 
simplest and most advanced forms can 
said pointing heavenward. 

Not long ago, chemistry class were 
discussing the marvelous structure the 
atom; the comparative distances between the 
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electrons and the nucleus and the similarity 
solar system. remarked that staggering 
the immensity outer space the 
human mind, the marvels the infinitesimal 
are every bit overwhelming; and the God 
who created and sustains such universe must 
have knowledge and power without limit. 
this point one students asked, 
then are not all scientists good Catholics?” 
answer was that while these marvels 
reflect the infinite wisdom and the absolute 
power God analogical manner, they 
most effectively for those who already 
have faith. Skeptics are not satisfied with 
anything that not demonstrative. Perhaps 
there nothing all creation that can 
convince man the existence God and

All mathematical and 
scientific truth are but mirror reflecting 
imperfect way the infinite attributes 
their Lord. not only should join our voices 
with the priest the prayers after Mass 
recites the “Canticle the Three Young 
Men,” calling the sun and moon, the stars 
heaven, fire and heat, ice and snow, light 
and darkness, mountains and hills, beasts and 
cattle, and all the things that spring the 
earth, bless the Lord; but should call 
the sons men (who are our classes) 
sing with us: 

positive and negative numbers, bless 
the Lord. 

logarithms and trigonometric func- 
tions, bless the Lord. 

dynamic equilibria, and all re- 
actions that end, bless the 
Lord. 

photosynthesis and respiration bless 
the Lord. 
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chloroplasts and chromosomes 
bless the Lord. 

Let mc? praise our Almighty Cre- 
ator. 

Let bless the Father, and the Son, with 
the Holy Ghost;

The Praise Inanimate Creation

research has shed much light. Yet all 
God’s creation will glorify Him unceasingly 
till the end time regardlesss our efforts 
know. gain salvation must not only 
serve like the inanimate and merely sensitive 
creatures but who can make choice 
must serve with all the faculties our souls. 
must not only feel, but must know 
and will, and our will.must conform the 
providence God. Knowing and willing are 
strongly influenced science. Religion has 
stake science, science and morality have 
important relationship, truths established 
scientific research will most certainly for- 
tify our faith revealed truths. who 
can choose should consider our privilege and 
duty lift part the veil His works 
reveal (where can) the great glory 
which lies behind these material forms. 


Marvelous Adaptation 


the high school classroom 
fectly natural become teleological when- 
ever outstanding examples come for dis- 
cussion. These will appear the adaptation 
various means particular end they 
will found the unity plan according 
which the whole nature has been con- 
structed. There probably form matter 
which, even with our imperfect knowledge, 
good end cannot traced; but especially 
this true the properties those substances 
most intimately associated with man, and 
which his existence and well-being depend. 
The most fundamental considerations our 
general science and biology, the simplest sub- 
stances chemistry, and the most elementary 
laws physics are most vocal with His 
praise. need only consider the contingent 
existence the things science conclude 
that everything which begins exist, does 
not exist necessity, must have cause 
being who exists because must exist.

ning and can have end, must eternal. 
observe how our own affairs end 
confusion unless guided well-thought-out 
plan and then look about the marvelous 
order and unity plan the universe 
are forced conclude that such combina- 
tion means conspiring particular ends 
implies intelligence. like these words 
Sir Edmund Whittaker: “When reflect 
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the unity the cosmos, its coherence and 
interconnectedness, the adaptation 
ordination its parts, are led consider 
that exists for some intelligible end. 
world that was not the expression inteili- 
gence, science could never have come into 
being.” 


Lesson From Water 


One the substances that always dis- 
cuss from this standpoint water. Water 
one the most common substances the 
face the earth. necessary for every 
form organic life, plays important part 
the formation mineral deposits, and 
the tearing down erosion the face the 
earth, and seemingly endowed with more 
exceptional properties for the accomplishment 
special purposes than any other substance. 
contracts like other liquids when cooled 
until reaches degrees C.; then expands 
until the freezing point reached and ex- 
pands again freezes resulting solid 
which about heavy the liquid form 
the same substance. Water has greater 
capacity for heat than most substances, hav- 
ing many times the specific heat most 
metals. When changing vapor, water 
absorbs more heat than almost any other 
liquid. vapor only about two thirds 
heavy air. The heat fusion greater 
than that most other substances. Its solu- 
bility gases, liquids, and solids makes 
the most general and useful solvents. Its 
low degree ionization and its ability 
promote the dissociation 
compounds has long bound water 
system chemistry. Time does not permit 
complete list either the properties water 
nor its special adaptations, but shall merely 
remind you some the latter. 

usually ask class dry air heavier 
lighter than wet air. The student will usu- 
ally guess that wet air heavier. then 
becomes necessary for him explain how 
water rises the air form clouds higher 
altitudes; and all the phenomena air cur- 
rents, various kinds cloud formation, for- 
mation dew, rain, snow, hail, and 
the circulation water over the face the 
earth follow the discussion. The effect 
the high specific heat pointed out the 
hot water system heating homes and its 
effect the climate countries such 
Alaska, England, the Scandinavian countries, 
and, course, the western shore Michigan 
across the lake. The remarkable providence 
the way water gets lighter freezes 
leaving protective insulating coat ice 
the surface lakes and ponds where does 
not interfere with marine life, and where 
can melted during the warm season, brings 
many interesting considerations. How dif- 
ferent would our navigational problems 
ice sank and bodies water became bodies 
ice! How different our agriculture would 
only few inches soil could thawed 
out time for planting! Think how provi- 
dential are the special properties snow 
which render such excellent insulating 
material keeping heat the earth during the 
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winter! Why water liquid 
temperatures and yet can easily 
steam? regard, with some pride, the jp. 
vention man which our buildings 
heated with steam; and seldom stop 
consider the high specific heat placed ther 
the Creator that makes efficient. 
all the materials our world, wate 
bears most conspicuously the stamp 
Great Designer. easy matter “give 
credit where credit due.” word expres. 
ing our own wonder the providence the 
Creator helps focus attention the living 
God, rather than the dead matter. 
Each will find his own favorite topic 
adaptations the gases the atmosphere, 
the carbon-oxygen cycle photosynthesis 
respiration, the nitrogen cycle, etc. 


The Five Ways St. Thomas 


Perhaps more important than any 
case special adaptation special ends 
the general effect that the development 
science has had the Five Ways 
Thomas. This whole subject very well han- 
dled book Sir Edmund Whittaker 
entitled Space and Spirit. This book was pub- 
lished 1948 and was condensed 
Catholic Digest the November issue the 
same year, 

The author reviews the Five Proofs the 
existence God: from motion 
mover, from causality the ultimate cause, 
from contingent being the necessary being, 
from grades perfection the perfect being, 
and the proof from order. points out how 
these supplement one another presenting 
God different aspects. Thus the conception 
Him derived from order taken alone 
not incompatible with pantheism; 
the third proof (that self-existent and 
necessary) and the fourth proof that 
the perfect being. Whittaker shows how 
modern science fits with St. Thomas’ chain 
causes. One example found the theory 
the expanding universe. The universe 
are told expanding that the distance 
between any two galaxies doubled each 
1300 million years. reverse the process 
find that the galaxies must have been all 
crowded together comparatively small 
region some time about 100 billion years 
ago. This only one the ways which 
recent researches have led the conclusion 
that the universe cannot have existed for 
infinite time the past; there must have been 
beginning the present cosmic 
creation may call it, and can 
culate approximately when happened. The 
same conclusion can reached from the 
rate which energy being expended from 
the stars into space. may that absolute 
time will some day enter into some laws 
nature just absolute temperature does 
day. This insertion creation into the 
scientific picture the cosmos would 
doubtedly have been considered 
us. St. Thomas held that the belief 
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Christians creation was based revela- 
tion, and could not established independ- 
ently the means rational science. 
had face the difficulty proving that the 
chain causality could not have infinite 
regress, but must have terminus. This dif- 
ficulty now disappears automatically, since 
the chain cannot, any case, prolonged 
backward beyond the Creation. 


Fruits Our Observation 

recognize, even more fully than our 
ancestors, that there order, system, adjust- 
ment, and fitness the nature things and 
their relations other things; the eye, for 
instance highly organized and adapted 
for seeing; the blood, the heart, the kidneys, 
and other organs are highly organized and 
adapted for their work. far order 
concerned, our knowledge vastly greater 
than was the thirteenth century. 
have attained the concept mathematical 
structure embracing the entire universe. The 
world system for which predictions can 
made; cosmos, not chaos. Facts re- 
vealed experience have character 
mathematics, abstract thought, has 
the power solving concrete problems 
physics. Science has shifted the emphasis from 
the causes the ends creation. Inanimate 
objects behave they were striving 
accomplish some purpose. 

Mathematical law concept the mind, 
and from the existence mathematical law 
not unreasonable infer that there 
like our minds, behind material 
nature. The order which exists meant 
exist. make this inference exactly the 
same grounds infer the possession 
minds and intentions other human beings 
about us. 

Sir James Jeans thinks that the “universe 
can best pictured, though still very im- 
perfectly and inadequately, consisting 
pure thought, the thought what, for want 
mathematical thinker.” 

The fact (unknown St. Thomas) that the 
same mathematical laws are valid over the 
entire cosmos, implies that there only 
single mind involved the whole creation. 
The fact that the universe could not have 
existed for infinite time the past and 
cannot for physical reasons continue indefi- 
nitely the future makes pantheism incred- 
ible. God must much outside His 
creation the artist outside his canvas. 

Today St. Thomas would undoubtedly 
ardent student science and mathematics. 
His Five Proofs would the more powerful. 
But served his age very well, and continues 
serve ours too. The danger our time 
not much philosophical skepticism 
practical materialism. Men are not much 
danger arguing themselves into unbelief 
they are looking too long and hard 
the things science and becoming short- 
sighted that teleological view longer 
Possible. Our teaching must Christ-centered 
offset this secularism our day. can 
show that the spiritual nowhere more mani- 
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fest than the science teach will 
ennoble and sanctify the culture our age, 
and our generation will saved. 

Before closing would like read one 
short quotation from 
French writer whose name could not find: 
“God the heavens more heaven than 
the heavens themselves; the sun 
more light than the sun; the air 
more air than the air that breathe 
all that see, all that can do, most 
intimate, most present, and most immanent 
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me, the super-essential Author and 
Principle works, without whom 
should melt away and disappear from our- 
selves and from our own activities.” 

And thank almighty God for His 
great glory, and thank Him especially for 
the Word who created us, and redeemed us, 
and whose Mystical Body seek 
members, that may also become temples 
the Holy Ghost who will enlighten and 
guide our teaching that our students 
may also know, and will, and choose, and 
glorify their Creator.

philosophy teaching literature per- 
haps can expressed saying that regard 
literature very potent means used 
the formation mature Christian charac- 
ter and personality: means bringing 
the students understanding and apprecia- 
tion life and its experiences, and build- 
ing them the intellectual attitudes and 
emotional responses that will help them 
greatly toward the living better and fuller 
human life. always tell them that, the 
study literary selection contributes noth- 
ing toward fitting them live more nobly, 
wisely, completely, then, regardless how 
much they may learn about literary history, 
types, and styles, the time spent the selec- 
tion has failed result any great benefit. 

Since literature deals with people all ages, 
conditions, ranks, times, and nations, can

Enjoying The Music Period 


Kathryn Sanders Rieder 


Often the profusion skills taught 
the child the music period make some- 
thing very difficult activity that should 
one the most pleasant and most easily 
motivated the schedule. are adventuring 
into world beauty and absorbing interest 
learn music. 

Each teacher must diagnose the needs his 
particular group, for each school will vary 
its experience music. Children different 
places come school with different back- 
grounds music. They may have had little 
they may well equipped with good 
singing voice and rather wide repertoire 
songs. 

Even when this recognized various classes 
the same grade will differ their interest, 
ability, and approach music. 


Select Activities 

Consider the future, too, selecting activi- 
ties for your music period. Some will need 
special skills music, some will want 
take important roles church choirs, 
leaders music various community or- 
ganizations, others may study music seriously. 
But most the pupils will not. They want 
enjoy music now, take the beauty and 
refreshment and interest they dimly realize 


that holds for them. They want come into 
intimate friendship with some its benefits. 
you begin have success your music 
period, build it. When song makes hit 
with the children examine carefully. What 
its appeal for them? Choose another song 
the same appeal with slightly different 
musical experience for them. Don’t wear out 
the favorite with overuse. Hold back just 
little use for all-out pleasure when they 
have completed good job learning. 
What about syllables? There nothing 
wrong with syllables though their use has 
been abused. There are many ways accom- 
plish purpose. children can learn read 
using numbers, neutral syllables, words 
(as they are expected later) fine. The 
syllables are only crutch, used such. 
When remember how they came be, 
the first words each line old Latin 
hymn that happened have each line begin- 
ning tone higher the ascending scale, 
see how their use came aid fixing the 
tone meant. Children will interested 
some these stories about how our staff 
came be, and how long was the 
history music before anyone invented 
way write down our music. They like 
see the queer neumes that served show 
the direction the melody before notes were 
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invented. makes rather fascinating story 
them when told small sections. 

Certainly not drill them the end 
that they learn syllables. use syllables 
establish feeling for tonal relations that 
can discover the melody new song 
wish sing. Especially for people who never 
attain any great skill music reading, little 
rudimentary skill the use syllables 
most useful. interesting and fine skill 
have even so, not the end and 
all the music period. Nor the child 
feel has failed music not skillful 
it. 

Motivate Reading Notes 

help the child see, perfectly 
natural way, that good feeling 
able help yourself drawing messages 
from the notes printed there. Make 
contest it. Name each row different 
make car. Let each individual success 
reading sight put their car ahead notch 
the race. Real competition will develop. 
the child gains some skill 
can that really splendid. not, there are 
many other things music will enjoy. 
But sight reading should not neglected. 

One very musical girl went through school 
system which considered music reading 
old-fashioned. vague appreciation music 
was the only reason for teaching music 
her school. The theory was that, the child 
had ability and interest, would pick 
reading music for himself with suggestion 
here and there. 

But this girl did not. high school she 
developed very beautiful singing voice. She 
went good teacher voice who refused 
take her because she could not read music. 

haven’t time teach you your ABC’s,” 
she said rather bluntly. “Go someone who 
can teach you read music. Then come back 
me.” 

The girl had this and was quite 
struggle. She was quite bitter about the school 
system which had given her training 
music reading. 

Given small units, music reading can 
interesting. Let the children proficient 
what they do. Select sight song easy enough 
for success. Keep interest yourself 
and you will find their progress encouraging.

This May Pole Dance arranged for sixteen 
boys and sixteen girls grades five and six. 
Fewer more children may used. 
harmonize with the arrangement this drill, 
use groups fours: eight boys and eight 
girls, twelve boys and twelve girls. 


Equipment: 

pole ten feet high, about three inches 
equpped with two wooden movable wheels 
which rotate around three-quarter inch dowel 
set into the top the pole. (See illustration.) 

The small wheel four inches diameter 
and about one inch thick, and rests directly 
the pole. wooden collar, inch and half 
high and three inches diameter, fastened 
securely the dowel above the small wheel 
with enough space below the collar permit 
the small wheel turn freely. 

The large wheel, which five inches 
diameter, rests and turns top the collar. 

Each wheel has sixteen, number twelve 
screw hooks turned firmly into its circumfer- 
ence. 

Sixteen green and sixteen pink ribbons, 
streamers, costume cambric, are used. Each 
streamer seven yards long and three inches 
wide. The edges must hemmed avoid 
fraying, especially during the winding the 
May Pole. Sew three-quarter inch metal 
ring securely one end each streamer. (See 
illustration.) Use the last third foot the 
streamer, opposite the ring, make loop 
which held the performer. The last two 
feet the ribbon hangs free. 

The green ribbons are used the boys and 
are hooked fastened the screw hooks 
the lower wheel. 

The pink streamers are used the girls 
and are hooked fastened the screw hooks 
the upper wheel. 

the time performance, during windy 
days, when practice out-of-doors, pinch the 
hooks together make certain the streamers 
will remain fastened. 

When not use, each streamer should 
wound cardboard three eight inches, 
then fastened the pole removed and 
placed box. Numbers names may 
printed each streamer. Make boys and girls 
for the care their own material. 

When fastening streamers the wheels, 
take the dowel, with both wheels position, 
off the pole. Stand near the pole and let one 
couple time come the wheels hook 
their streamers the hooks. Couples may 
clockwise counterclockwise. When all 
have fastened their streamers and have un-

wound them from the cardboard moving 
backward, stand chair, tip the pole, 
and place the dowel, containing wheels and 
streamers place top the pole.

With 
little practice can held securely the 
palm the hand with thumb touching tips 
fingers. The loose end hangs freely down- 
ward. 

Winding the May Pole: During the wind- 
ing the May Pole, hold the loop the 
streamer the outside hand. Extend inside 
arm sideward along the streamer and grasp 
streamer with thumb and fingers (never crush). 
The outside hand held near the waist. 

When passing the outside dancer, 
the inner arm raised high that the on- 
coming dancer may pass erect position 
under the streamer. 

When passing the inner side dancer, 
lower the inner arm and walk with erect 
posture under the streamer the oncoming 
dancer. 


Walking Step: 

Children should taught walk with 
firm step with free knee action.

Ordinarily the minds children are recep- 
tive.
